The hearing of Troder Mann, the 
foreigner arrested Saturday night on 
a charge of unlawfully selling liquor, 
was opened 
Monday 
afternoon 
in 
Vi ay or Carlile’s court, Attorney W. S. 
Canions representing the prosecution 
and Attorney K. L. Cobourn having 
charge of the defense. 
Herman Letkovitz, who was called 
to act as interpreter, asked that an­ 
other be secured In his place, as he 
«i I not feel familiar enough with the 
Roumanian language to serve satlsrac- 
i rily, most of the witnesses being or 
this nationality. 
Mike Huber, who is 
employed at Jerry Shaffer’s grocery, 
was sent for, and did the interpreting 
during the trial. 
Attorney for the defendant express­ 
ed his conviction that the sale or the 
three bottles of beer was a part of a 
re-arranged plan between the officers 
and the accuser, in which the former 
nought to make a conviction under 
the local option law and thereby assist 
Alex Buso, the man who bought the 
beer, in venting his spite against the 
accused. 
Buso was first called to the witness 
stand, and on being sworn stated that 
he had boarded at the foreign board­ 
ing house, of which Mann was the 
boss, for the past six months, and 
that on Saturday 
evening 
he 
had 
bought three bottles of beer of Mann, 
for which he paid 30 cents. Also that 
Dan Flukus, who boards at 39 Perry 
street, had 
on 
Saturday afternoon 
bought for himself 
and 
four com­ 
panions five bottles of beer, for which 
he (Flukus) paid 50 cents. When Era- 
mons had finished with the witness 
the latter was cross-examined by Co­ 
bourn, who elicited the following from 
bim. 


He had talked with Chief Turner 
Saturday afternoon about Mann sell­ 
ing booze, and that it was arranged 
for him to go to the house and buy 
some beer. 
He claimed that his rea­ 
son for telling was because Mann had 
refused to give him his keg of beer, 
stating later that Mann had informed 
him that he (Mann) had ordered a 
keg for Buso with some others he had 
ordered, and that this had been all 
right with the witness. 
As a large 
number of kegs had been delivered to 
this one house, but bearing the names 
of different parties, it gave the im­ 
pression that, no doubt, the same pro­ 
cedure had been followed with the 
other kegs. 
At this point the attorneys squab­ 
bled over some of the questions, and 
a number of objections were registered 
with the court, the latter insisting that 
that both keep closer to the text of 
the case after Attorney Cobourn had 
forcibly expressed his belief that Buso 
was simply playing to get even with 
Mann, with whom he had had some 
unpleasantness,

him get even. 
Dan Flukus was called to the stand 
and said that he boarded at 39 Perry 
street, and acknowledged that he had

Under the new law governing vital 
statistics, heart failure or old age are 
no excuses for dying.

clans m ust be more specific. 
There have been many cases where 
a doctor has his own reasons for not 
•dating in 
his certificate 
the exact 
cause for death, some physicians say. 
Take, for Instance, that of a person 
who has died of tuberculosis, where 
no report of the presence of the dis­ 
case has been made to the department, 
es required by law. It is a simple mat. 
ter to write "heart failure" as the 
cause of death. 
It is or the disease 
that produced that conditions that the 
department wants to know. 
In some cities h ea lth officers have 
refused to accept the certifica te when 
ever they have been reasonably cer 
tain th at the reporting doctor has 
teen trying to evade the law. 
There 
have been many cases, however, where 


it has been felt th at the physician 
•was concealing 
the real cause, but 
there w ere no means of proving it 
The new law says th a t "heart failure, 
heart disease, old 
ago or 
senility 
shall not be used. They are not prl 
unary causes. 
In cases of suicide, where the doc 
tor is enlisted by the family to help 
preserve secrecy and give the imprea 
eion that death resulted from natural 
causes, "heart failure” has been 
handy term, It Is said. 
District registrars are already ex 
perienclng difficulty In compiling the 
v ital statistics to conform to the new 
Tfgulations, as undertakers, sextons, 
midwives and physicians are not do­ 
ing their 
part 
in the registration. 
Physicians are 
expected to register 
with the district registrars before the 
first of the year, but to date only 
eight of the twenty-one physicians in 
Salem have registered with Dr. E. J. 
Schwartz, who has been appointed a 
district registrar. 
Complications arise in deaths where

i'or instance a recent death for wbicn 
a burial permit should have been is­ 
sued by Dr. Schwarts occurred

obtain even an appropriate idea of tho 
cast damage done. 
The fate of the entire regions with­ 
in the zone of the earthquake is un­ 
known. but reports received here up to 
a late hour Monday night indicate that 
the havoc has been greatest and de­ 
struction to life and 
property 
more 
terrible than Italy bas experienced in 
many years. 
The uncertainty of the 
situation for many thousands has filled 
all Italians with the deepest distress 
for they still have fear that the day 
may come when that part of the coun­ 
try, which see in 8 to have been most 
blessed by nature, will be destroyed 
by blind forces of that same nature 
which nearly 19 centuries ago over 
whelmed Pompeii and Herculaneum. 
The city of Messina 
has 
suffered 
probably move than any other place, 
the latest information coming indirect? 
ly from that quarter stating that two- 
thirds of the town was destroyed and 
several thousands persons killed. The 
steamers Washington and Montebello 
which were in that harbor, later pro­ 
ceeded to Catania, loaded with Injured

what 
had happened, simply saying that it 
looked as though the end of the world 
had come. 
Five steamers left Catania 
for Messina to assist in removing the 
Injured from that place, who are re­ 
ported to number thousands.

Columbus, Dec. 2b.—The state ac 
eounUng bureau 
officials 
are in a 
quandary as to what advice to give 
relative to 
¡procedure to take in 
cases where funds have been drawn 
and paid 
out illegally. 
About two 
years ago the supreme court handed j 
down a decision in a case brought to 
recover money paid a company for 
the construction of a bridge under a 
contract that turned out to be illegal, 
that because the labor and material 
could not be restored to the company j 
that it could not be compelled to re­ 
fund the money. 
It was stated, how­ 
ever, that 
had 
an injunction been 
sought before the money was paid, 
that it could have been obtained and 
the payment prevented. 
In a Youngs­ 
town case in which suit was institu­ 
ted to prevent payment of a newspaper 
bill for the publication of an alleged 
unauthorized advertisement, the court 
held that the money paid over could 
be recovered. 
The line of demarca­ 
tion between 
these 
two 
decisions 
touching the proposition of recovery 
of funds paid out or drawn illegally 
seem s to be somewhat hard to estab-

farmers’ club. 
After a few meetings at Ash Ridge 
the place of convening was changed to 
Garfield, but after meeting there only 
a brief time, the Damascus Academy 
hall was secured, and here the so­ 
ciety met for several years, when it 
lapsed into dormancy. 
The second year following organi­ 
zation the club made application to 
the state board 
of 
agriculture 
for 
Damascus as a place of holding 
a 
farmers’ institute. 
The request was 
granted, and T. C. Laylin of the Ohio 
State Grange, and John L. Shaw ver 
of Bellofontaine, 
w ere assigned, as 
state speakers for that year. 
’fhe 
meeting was held in the M. E. church, 
the speakers .being greeted at each 
session with an audience filling every 
seat. 
For four years the institute 
meetings were held in this church, 
but with the ever-increasing Interest 
as time passed, this was found 
too 
small, and the Friends’ yearly meet­ 
ing house was secured, and here its 
sessions have since been held. 


The lower courts are taking 
the decision of the court in the bridge 
case as a guide in many Instances in 
the deciding of suits brought as a re­ 
sult of finding against county, town­ 
ship and municipal officers reported to 
have taken fees not authorized in law, 
and the result usually is that as the 
services for which this compensation 
was taken cannot be restored to the 
officials, recovery 
cannot 
be made 
from them. 
For a long time it w’ould 
be pointed out in each case where an 
illegal payment had been made or an 
Illegal fee drawn, that it was the 
duty of the prosecuting attorney or 
the city solicitor, as the case might 
be, to bring suit for the recovery of 
the money. 
But the reports sent out 
now do not contain such an injunction. 
The bureau is not sure of its ground, 
and hence is wary about giving ad­ 
vice as to what should be done.
